REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens 
of  Nashville  Plantation: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  (annual  report  of  the  Nashville 
School. 

School  opened  .September  ninth  with  Miss  Maxine  McCor- 
mack.  Miss  McCormack  resigned  during  the  Fall  term  to  ac- 
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cept  a  position  in  the  Washburn  High  School.  Mrs.  Margaret 
Rogerson  was  elected  to  complete  the  year. 

The  school  is  doing  excellent  work.  I  believe  it  would  be 
feasible  another  year  to  convey  to  Ashland  and  pay  tuition,  as 
there  will  be  only  two  pupils  in  the  school.

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Warrant  for  Plantation  Meeting 


To  James  H.  Mc Alpine,  Constable  of  the  Plantation  of  Nash- 
ville, in  the  County  of  Aroostook,  State  of  Maine, 
Greetings: — 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  requir- 
ed to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  Plantation  of 
Nashville,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  plantation  affairs,  to  as- 
semble at  the  Mosher  schoolhouse  in  said  plantation,  on  Satur- 
day, the  28th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1936,  at  one  o'clock  in  ths  af- 
ternoon, to  act  on  the  following  articles  to  wit: — 

Art.    1    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.    2    To  choose  a  plantation  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3  To  see  if  the  plantation  will  vote  to  accept  the  planta- 
tion report. 

Art.    4    To  choose  all  other  necessary  plantation  officers. 

Art.  5  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will  vote  to 
raise  for  support  of  common  schools. 

Art.  6  To  se-  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will  vote  to 
raise  for  school  supplies  and  textbooks. 

Art.  7  To  Tee  if  the  plantation  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  money  for  state  road  con- 
struction (in  addition  to  the  sum  regularly  raised  for 
the  care  of  ways,  highways,  and  bridges)  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  19,  Chapter  173,  Public  Laws  of 
1935. 

Art.  8  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  plantation  will  recom- 
mend to  take  from  the  joint  state-aid  account  for  the 
purpose  of  applying  bitumnious  surface  treatment  to 
state-aid  roads,  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  Sec- 
tion 2,  Chapter  132,  P.  L.  1935. 
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Art.  9  To  see  if  the  plantation  will  vote  to  authorize  the  as- 
sessors to  rescind  any  amount  appropriated:  by  the 
plantation  for  state-aid  highway  construction,  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  required  to  meet  state  apportion- 
ments. 

Art.  10  To  see  what  sum  the  plantation  will  vote  to  raise  for 
snow  roads  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11  To  see  what  sum  the  plantation  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  purpose  of  cutting  hushes  along  the  state-aid 
road. 

Art.  12  To  see  what  sum  the  plantation  will  vote  to  raise  to 
pay  plantation  officers. 

Art.  13  To  see  what  sum  the  plantation  will  vote  to  raise  for 
commission  and  abatement. 

Art.  14  To  see  what  sum  the  plantation  will  vote  to  naise  for 
tuition. 


Art.  15  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will  vote  to 
raise  for  miscellaneous  purposes. 

Art.  16  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will  vote  to 
raise  for  patrolman  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  17  To  see  if  the  plantation  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money,  and,  if  so,  how  much,  to  toe  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  local  hoard  of  health,  or  public 
health  officer,  for  the  suppression  of  tuberculosis. 

Art.  18  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.
